3, Association of Persons < lu Assist or Advise tlis Board . — 

1 1 ) I hc Board may associate with itself, any person or per- 
sons or Government, semi-Government, autonomous or 
private Organisation, to assist or advise the Board in matters 
directly or indirectly connected with efficient, economical 
and speedy functioning of the Board, subject to the provisions 
of the Act. 

(2) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing

“Provided that the income distribution declared in 
respect of the units represented by such certificates 
shall be paid to the person first named in the register 
of unit holders." 

(C) In the Unit Scheme 1976 — 

(1) The following proviso shall be added to clause 17 : — 

"Provided further that should the unit certificate so 
prepared contain the signature of an authorised 
person who however is dead at the time of Issue of 
the certificate, the Trust may, by a method considered 


by it as most suitable, cancel the signature of such 
a person appearing on the certificate and have the 
signature of any other authorised person 'affixed to 
it, The Unit certificate so issued shall also be 
valid."

No. GSR l/B/5013/78.— Whereas the draft of a notification 
regarding the imposition of a tax on buildings and lands in 
the Babina CantonmenL was published with the Babina 
Cantonment Board’s Notice No. 1/B/SO 13/223, dated the 8th 
May, 197s, as required by section 61 of the Cantonments 
Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), for inviting objections and suggestions 
till the 7th June, 1978; 

And whereas the said notice was put on the Notice Board 
of the Babina Cantonment on the 8th May, 1978; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were received 
from the public by the Babina Cantonment Board before the 
said period; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 60 of the said Act, and in supersession of the notih- 
cation No. SRO 360, dated the 14th November, 1967, the 
Cantonment Board, Babina, with the previous sanction of the 
Central Government, hereby imposes a tax on buildings and 
lands situated within the limits of the Babina Cantonment 
at the rates specified hereunder : — 

(a) At the rate, of 10% per annum on the annual letting 
value of such buildings and lands which are assessed 
from Rs. 51.00 to Rs. 200,00; 

(b) At the rate of 15% per annum on annual letting 
value of such buildings and lands which arei assessed 
from Rs. 2 01.00 and above : 

Provided that the said tax shall not be levied on those 
lands and buildings whose annual letting value is upto Rs. 50.00 
per annum.

CANTONMENT BOARD, CANNANORE CANTONMENT 

Cannanore Cantonment, the 17th November 1978 

No.S.R.O. 7/1/1978. — ’ WHEREAS A draft of bye-laws for 
regulating the collection and recovery of tax on bicycle and 
tricycle was published with the Cantonment Board's notice 
No. 7/1/1978, dated the 17th March, 1978 as required by 
section 284 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) for 
inviting objections and suggestions till the expiry of a period 
of 60 days from the date of publication of the said notice; 

AND WHEREAS the said notice was put on the Canton- 
ment Notice Board on the 17th March 1978; 

AND WHEREAS no objections or suggestions were received 
from the public by the Cantonment Board before the expiry 
of the said period; 

AND WHEREAS the Central Government have duly 
approved and confirmed the said draft of the bye-laws as 
required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (3) of section 282 and section 283 of the said 
act, the Cantonment Board, Cannanore hereby makes the 
following bye-laws 

1. Short title and commencement: — (1) These bye-laws 
may be called the Cannanore Cantonment (Regulation of 
Collection und Recovery of Tax on Bicycle and Tricycle) 
Bye-laws, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions : — In these bye-laws, unless Ihe context 
otherwise requires, — - 

(a) “Board” means Cantonment Board, Cannanore; 

(b) "Executive Officer” means the Cantonment Execu- 
liv« Officer, Cannanore; ' 


(c) “Form” means Form annexed to these bye-laws. 

3. Quantum of tax exemption : — (1) Every person who 
owns or keeps a bicycle or tricycle shall be liable to pay tax 
for a year or part thereof at the rate of Rs, 4/- per bicycle 
or tricycle plus token fee of paisc twenty five. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-bye-law (1), 
no tax shall be levied in respect of the following, namely : — 

(1) All Government bicycles other than those hired from 
contractors; 

Provided that a token shall be obtained from the Board op 
payment of token fee and shall be affixed on the conspicuous 
part of the bicycle for which it is issued. 

(ii) All bicycles which are the property of the Board, 

4. Liability of Tax : — Every owner of a bicycle or tricycle 
which is used or kept for use within the limits of the Canton- 
ment of Cannanore shall apply in Form ‘A’ to the Board 
within fifteen days of his coming into possession of the bicycle 
or tricycle to be taxed for registration of the same and shall 
remit the tax along with the applicatioru 

5. Acknowledgement for payment (1) The tax shall be 
acknowledged by means of an official receipt. 

(2) The receipt shall be granted in the name of the person 
paying the tax against the bicycle or tricycle of a particular 
number and description in his possession. 

6. Renewal of Registration : — On the expiry of the regis- 
tration, every owner or keeper of the bicycle or tricycle liable 
to be taxed shall apply for the renewal of the registration 
to the Board within fifteen days thereof. 

7. Maintenance of Demand and Collection Register : — From 
the information obtained from applications for registration 
and renewal of registration and from any other information 
and its disposal, the Board shall cause to be prepared m 
Form B a Demand and Collection Register in which the 
names of all tax payers shall be entered, and shall cause 
such register to be corrected from time to time as it may 
consider necessary. 

8. Inspection of Register : — Any person whose name has 
been entered in the register referred to in bye-law 7 or the 
agent of any such person shall be permitted free of charge 
to inspect and take extract from any portion of the said 
register which relates to such person. 

9. Issue of Token and its display ; — On payment of the tax, 
a token shall be issued by the Executive Officer which shall 
bear the same number as that shown in the register and 
shall be affixed by the tax payer on some conspicuous part 
of the bicycle or tricycle for which it is issued. 

10. Loss of Token : — If a token issued in respect of a 
bicycle or tricycle is lost, a duplicate token shall be issued 
by the Board on a further payment of fifty paise only. 

11. Transfer of bicycle or tricycle to be notified : — When 
the owner of a registered bicycle or tricycle transfers such 
bicycle or tricycle to another person during the currency of 
registration, he shall report this fact to the Executive Officer 
in writing who shall get the name of the transferee substituted 
for the name of the original owner in the Demand and Col- 
lection Register, and failure to report the fact shall make 
the original owner liable to be taxed for further period. 

12. Seizure of bicycle or tricycle without token: — Any 
bicycle or tricycle liable to be taxed but for which no tax 
has been paid or which js without a token, if found in any 
public place shall be liable to be seized by the Executive 
Officer or any person of the tax branch of Ihe Board autho- 
rised by that Board in this behalf who shall not be below 
the rank of Tax Collector, and shall be kept in the Board 
premises or any other place set apart for the purpose and 
only be released on composition of offence and payment or 
tax due thereon. 
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13, Disposal of seized bicycle or tricycle. — (1) If any 
bicycle or tricycle so seized and detained is not claimed by 
the owner within three months from the date of the seizure, 
the same may be sold by public auction by order of the 
Executive Officer and surplus of the sale proceeds after de- 
ducting the cycle tax and the penalty shall be forthwith cre- 
dited to the Cantonment Fund. 


(2) The surplus of the proceeds may be refunded if 
claimed within ono year of the public auction. 

14. Penalty . — Whoever contravences any of these bye-laws 
shall be punishable with a fine which may extend to one 
hundred rupees and in case of continuing contravention with 
an additional fine which may extend to twenty rupees for 
every day during which such contravention continues after 
conviction for the first 6uch contravention.
